James O’Brien Probably Killed

A 'Frisco Merchant's Body—U. S. Thetis—

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—(Special 
Dispatch.) mystery surrounding 
the loss of the little schooner Mary 
Brown in Alaska waters and the mur- 
der of James O’Brien and his friends, 
has not yet been cleared up, but the 
friends of O’Brien are not idle, and 
they are confident now that they have 
a clew at last. Mrs. Hazelton, the dead 
man’s sister, the plucky little woman 
who made the.trip north alone and 
brought back ‘evidence of her brother’s 
murder, hasemany warm friends, who 
are aiding her to ferret out the tragedy, 
which occurred on the Mary Brown be- 
fore the schooner was capsized. (These 
friends are confident, in the first place, 
that O’Brien was murdered. There 
are. three jagged, irregular cuts in the 
dead man’s vest and blood on the 
waistband of his trousers. All this 
tells a story of a desperate struggle. 

Mrs. Hazelton came back to San 
Francisco with the impression that 
there had been a fight on board the 
schooner; that murder had followed, 
and that the survivors then ,were 
drowned. Now it is thought that the 
murderers have escaped and are at 
large. There was a man who had 
sworn to have Jimmy O’Brien’s life. 
His name was Louis Sharp. O’Brien 
had been instrumental in sending him 
to San Quentin. He served his term 
in prison, was given a ticket for Alaska 
and has never been seen here since. 

O’Brien was manager of the Lynde 
and Haugh store at Sand Point in 1887 
and had Sharp arrested for theft and 
secured his conviction. Before he could 
be deported from the Point to some 
Federal prison: he made his escape, se- 
cured a pistol and went in search of 
O’Brien. An old man named. Dingley 
encountered him and in an attémpt 
to disarm him was shot and killed. 
Meeting O’Brien, Sharp shot him and 
left him for dead, but the wounded man 
managed to crawltothe shipping and 
eventually was brought to San Fran- 
cisco, where he recovered, 

Eventually Sharp was recaptured 
after terrorizing the Sand Pofht com- 
munity, and was brought to San Fran- 
cisco on the revenue cutter Richard 
Rush. A preliminary examination held 
by United States Commissioner Sawyer 
resulted in his being held for assault 
to murder, and he was sent to Sitka 
for trial. In the early part of 1889 he 
was convicted and sent to San Quentin 
for three years. | 

At San Quentin on all occasions he 
would speak of his trouble and curse 
O’Brien for making him a convict, 
winding up by swedring to kill O’Brien 
when he got‘out. He left San Quéntin 
on August 7; 1891, and was given a. 
ticket for Alaska... He Was seen ..in 
Sitka in 1892, and it is now thought he 
was making for the north to’ reach 
O'Brien. The latter had been apprised 
of his danger. He was a very courage- 
ous fellow, and expressed himself as 
not being afraid of Sharp, although he 
admitted that he would not know him 
if he saw him. O’Brien’s friends think 
that Sharp got a berth on the Mary 
Brown, knowing that his victim would 
return to San Francisco on board of, 
her. It seemed as if fate had decreed 
that poor O’Brien must sail to his 
death, for only a few weeks before the 
Mary Brown arrived at Sand Point he 
refused to come down by steamer. 

There is still another story about the 
Mary Brown’s cargo, it being claimed 
| by some that the most of it consisted 
of: Victoria opium, which Capt. Brown 
was going to smuggle into San Fran- 
cisco in the interest of himself and 
others. When the vessel left Victoria 
she cleared with only three men on 
her articles; captain, mate and one sea- 
man. It was known that there were 
two or three others on board who were 
passengers. When the Mary Brown ar- 
‘rived at Sand Point these passengers 
were still on board, but they were said 
to be men who had deserted from seal- 
ers and who were working their pas- 
sage to San Francisco, _—{j 

A gentleman who has been looking up 
the wreck of the Brown is firmly con- 
vinced that the vessel took a contra- 
band cargo out of Victoria. He says 
the stuff may have been cached on one 
of the little islands on the way to 
Sand Point and picked up again after 
the vessel had cleared for San Fran- 
cisco. Be this ‘as it may, Indians 
found a number of opium tins in the 
vicinity of the wreck. This gentleman 
has a theory to the effect that a por- 
tion of the crew learned that opium | 
was on board and resolved to steal the 
ship and steer for home, landing the 
cargo on the way or get it into San 
Francisco surreptitiously as the custom- 
house officials would not think of 
searching a vessel from Sand Point. 
Had Louis Sharp been one of the crew 
on the Mary Brown. such a scheme 
would have suited him well. He 
showed his contempt for human life 
by his murder of Dingley and his as- 
sault on O’Brien. 

It would seem that retribution over- 
took the mutineers and murderers, for 
the schooner was capsized and all 
hands were supposed to have drowned. 
The strangest part of this is that not 
a vestage of the longboat has been 
found. Hazleton offered a reward of 
$25 for the recovery of the boat or even 
a piece of tts wreck. This amount to 
an Indian. is @-small--fertune;- and - 
runners are scattered all. along the 
coast in their search. They returned. 
with the statement that the boat had 
disappeared. Had the boat been 
smashed, it is certain that wreckage 
from it would have washed ashore, or 
had it gone over with the schooner it 
would have drifted in shore e firm 
conviction of O’Brien’s fri s that 
the mutineers saved therms@lves by 
means of the boat and when they came 
to realize the -enormity of their crime 
they wrecked the Mary Brown. If this 
be correct it is belleved that they are 
with Indians in the interior of Alaska.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Presie 
dent today submitted to the Senate the 
correspondence relative to Samoa, 
called for by Senator Gray’s resolution 
of April 6. The correspondence is very 
voluminous, covering about 10,000 
pages. In submitting, it to the Presi- 
dent Secretary Gresham has taken the 
Opportunity to set out at length his 
conclusions as to the workings of the 
tripartite agreement. This letter of 
the Secretary is certain to give rise 
to much discussion and controversy. 

A period of almost five years having 
elapsed since the conclusion of the 
Genenal Act of Berlin the present Oc- 
casion is, the Secretary says, not inap- 
propriate for a review of the results. 
In order that the subject may be fully. 
comprehended he puts a general survey — 
of this country’s relations to Samoa 
before and since the conclusion of the 
General Act and recites the policy pur- 
sued toward the islands. It is in our 
relations to Samoa, he says, that we 
have made the first departure from. our 
traditional and well-established policy 
of avoiding alliances with foreign pow- 
ers in relation to objects remote from 
this hemisphere. Like all other hu- 
man transactions the wisdom of that 
departure must be tested by its fruits. 

In 1878 a special agent named Stein- 
berger was sent to the islands by the 
Secretary of State for the express pur- 
pose of obtaining information in regard 
to their condition. This step seems to 
have been suggested by certain 
“highly respectable commercial per 
sons”? who represented the opportuni- 
ties of strengthening our qommerce 
lations in that quarter of the globe, and 
by the circumstance that in the pre- 
ceding year a naval Officer of the 
United States, acting on his own re- 
sponsibility, entered into an agreement 
with the great chief of the Bay of 
Pago-Pago, whereby the latter, while 
professing his wish for the friendship 
and protection of the United States, 
detailed to this goverment the exclu- 
sive privilege of establishing in that 
harbor a naval station. In May, 1872, 
President. Grant communicated. this. 
agreement to the Senate, saying he 
would not hesitate to recommend its 
approval, but for the protection to 


-which it seemed to pledge the United - 


ates. It does not appear that the 
Senate took any action on the agree- 
ment.

Dick McDonald’s Latest Story 
About M. H. Sherman.

Then he wanted to 
borrow money on the line and came to 
me with a demand for $165,000: I tele- 
graphed my father about it and he sént 
me a péremptory command not to Yet 
Sherman have the money except on 
gilt-edge security: 

“Then Sherman commenced to use 
the lash of the Bank Commissioners. 
He told me things about the bank that 
he could have obtained from nobody 
except a Bank Commissioner.

‘Late one night, fle I was work- 
ing in the office of the Pacific Bank, 
Sherman entered, and, by threats, com- 
pelled me to write a telegram to my 
father, informing him that I proposed 
to let him have the money. He walked 
up to the telegraph office with me and 
saw me put the dispatch on the wire. 
I tried to get rid of him outside, in- 
tending to send my father a second 
telegram, informing him of how tHe 
first came to be written, but Sherman 
evidently divined my purpose, for he.

 FORNIA, 


that the existing 
pression in business may result in a 
larger accession to the population of 
this State, not only on the part of busi- 
ness men who have failed, and, having 
gaved something from the wreck, make 
up their minds to begin life over again 
in this Western country, where the 
struggle for existence has not yet be- 
come terribly severe as in the East, 
but also on the part of workingmen 
who, noting the congested condition of 
the great cities, have deteymined to 
make an attempt to earn their living 
and establish homes for themselves in 
the country. 
_ Neturtatly tthe first thoughts of men 
avho have such an object in view ‘turn 
to the Golden Staite, with its fertile soil 
and genial skies. A Chicago paps: 
states that trade unionists and others 
Interested in the welfare of working- 
men in California and Colorado have 
for weeks been in correspondence :with 
local Jabor men in regard to the estab- 
lishment of co-operative colonies in the 
two States, and it seems that the prop- 
osition is now about to takp tangible 
shape. The local men have} been ad- 
.vised that they can have all the land 
they want if they can find men fo set- 
tle on it, and they have come to the 


_ conclusion that this can be done. 


Several prominent representatives of 
labor were to leave for California in a 
few days to investigate the character 
of the land which was offered. The 
object® in establishing these co-opera- 
tive colonies is stated to be to relieve 
the congestion in the large cities and 


' give skilled mechanics out of work an 


opportunity of securing permanent em- 
ployment at good wages. It is said 
that in this way much of the sharp 
competition among the workers can be 
done away with, and when this is done 
and the army of the unemployed has 
dwindled away, the incentive and op- 
portunity for cutting wages will also 
have disappeared. It is also claimed by 
the leaders that such a plan would go 
far to do away with strikes. 

_ That it would be an excellent thing 
to relieve the congestion of our large 
cities is an undoubted fact. Much of 
the misery which exists in this country 
arises from the terrible overcrowding 
in these immense centers of population. 
It was in line with this plan of. action 
that Gen. Booth established institu- 


—in..-tthe.. country and ijn 
‘the colomles to which people 
from Londen could senit.. In 


that case, however, he dealt with the 
lowest and most hopeless of London’s 
population. The originators of the 
present movement purpose inviting me- 
chanics and bona fide workingmen.

‘A Carter of Crime That Extends. All Over 
the Continent—The Scoundrel "Num- 
bers His Victims by the ‘ 
| Hundreds. 


“Dr.” G. Griffin, the all- 
round Swindler and dJexl-beai, who 
flourished in Los Angeles during boom 
@ays, atid who &fterward served a term 
in a British Columbia penitentiary for 
| -chooked practices across the border, is 
wt his old tricks in Chicazo. From all 
accounts, the old reprovate ‘hes lost 
none of his cunning, ind, besides con- 
ducting a number of swindling con- 
cerns, has found time to disgsa%e a re- 
spectabie family and wreck a ymng 
girl’s life, as will be een from the fol- 
lowing from tthe Chisago Dispatch of 
May 3: 


“In @ mecent issue of the Dispatch 
the public was warned against ‘Dr.’ 
G. Hamilton Griffin, and advised to 
steer clear of h‘s numerous enterprises. 
It was not wilthoult a most thorough in- 
vestigation that this warning was 
given, and in support of its statements 
the Dispatch reproduced an article 
rom ithe Logs Ange‘es Times, in, which 
he itnventor-promoter-physician was 
y termed one of the smoothest. swinders 
in ‘the country, and given a charucter- 
Caiifornia ‘roast.’ A photograph 
labe:ed, ‘Dr. G. Hamilton Griffin, em- 
bezzle:,’ a copy of the one now in the 
rogues’ gallery at Los Angeles, has aiso 
been forwarded ito this office as has 
considerable information relative to 
Griffin’s California career. Among the 
many ‘there was one incident that 
brought Griffin prominently before tthe 
pubic in ‘that Staite. It was during the 
boom in Southern Ca‘ifornia in 1887 
that Griffin appeared in the role of 
promoter and capitalist. By his smooth 
‘talk, and, aided ‘by the intense excite- 
ment that prevailed, he managed ‘to 
interest some Eastern capitalists in ithe 
purchase of the famous Quinby ranch, 
near Los Angeles. In ‘those days every- 
thing went with a rush, and Griffin 
succeeded in getting a large sum of 
money down as a deposit before any 
investigation of ithe property was made. 
It scon developed that Griffin had no 
authority to sell the propefty, and 
when tthe would-be purchasers looked 
for Griffin and their deposit money, 
‘that gentleman was nowhere to be 
fiou Warrants were taken out for 
his arrest, and, after ‘considerabie 
Search, Griffin was located and taken 
back ito Los Angeles to stand trial. 
Hts trial was a most sensational one, 
and, after a most determinéd fight, -he 
escaped the penitentiary on a techni- 
oacity and. @t omee left for Canada, 

Griffin was next heard of as editor 
of a society sheet at Victoria, B.C., 
and a many times millionaire coal land- 
owner. While negotiating for the 
sale (7) of some of these coal lands in 
1888 Griffin. was arres on warrants 
taken out. by the late Hon. Robert 
Dunsmuir, who alleged that Griffin, in 
ordér to keep him (Dunsmuir) from 
preventing a fraudulent salé of coal] 
lands had written him threatening let- 
.ters in several languages to the effect 
that he wovld kill him if he interefered 
with the coal-land deal. . These letters 
were unsigned, but bore the figure of 
a black hand pointed menancingly. 

“The trial, owing to the prominence 
of both parties was a celebrated one 
and was known as the ‘black hand’ 
case. Dunsmuir spent a fortune in 
thé prosecution of the case and brought 
experts from all over the continent to 
prove Griffin’s ability te write the sev- 
eral languages used in the letters. 
After a long, sensational trial, in which 
Griffin’s past was fully aired, he was 
found guilty an@ sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment. It took the jury 
just fifteen minutes to reach that ver- 
dict.and the court less than half that 
time to deny a new trial. 

“Upon -release Griffin claimed. to 
have been converted while in prison; 
had forgiven all his persecuters and 
would devote himself to religious litera- 
ture. A few months later he appeared 
in Chicago as a promoter, his favorite 
role. It was as promoter of the Medi- 
cal Electric Generator: Company that 
he first came into public notice in this 
city. Soon afterward he opened offices 
in the Masonic Temple as president 
of the Griffin Sure Rheumatic Cure 
Company, with an alleged capital stock 
of $100,000. 

‘He evidently liked the idea of being 
president of big corporations, for he 
soon added to his list the Butter In- 
crease Company, in which he held $75,- 
000 worth of stock; the Gognier-Griffin 
Suspended Bridge and Railway Com- 
pany, in which’ he held: $200,000; the 
National Lead Mining and Smelting 
Company of Illinois,. in which*he held 
but $1,000,000, and the Medical Electric 
Generator Company, in’ which he held 
$97,000 worth of stock. 

“It can thus be seen that the talentéd 
doctor holds no less than $1,375,000 in 
these four corpdérations, not to men- 
tion how much stock he holds in the 
Griffin Sure Rheumatic Cure Company. 
The Dispatch has carefully inyesti- 
gated these concerns and finds them 
decidedly off color, and does not hesi- 
tate to say that Griffin’s $1,375,000 or 
more worth of stock ‘has not the full 
value of a bushel of potatoes.

property, on which stands’ four cot- 
tages, in Chicago Heights, and which 
the ‘doctor’ calmly claims to be worth 
anywhere from $25,000 to $50,000.. The 
truth of the matter is that the prop- 
erty is not worth more than $5000, if 
even that, and if Griffin ever owned 
it the records fail to show that ‘fact: 
The property, according to the records, 
is owned by Jay S. Chadwick, who vas 
mentioned in these columns as Griffin’s 
understudy in the Gognier-Griffin Sas- 
pended Bridge and Railway Company, 
and whose disinterested (7?) testimonial 
of the marvelous effects of the Griffin 
Sure Rheumatic Cure are to be seen 
in the advertisements of that remedy. 
: Another piece of property, for which 
Dr.’ Griffin proudly asts he paid 
$28,000, is, according, to his abstract, 
situated several yards east of St. Clair 
street on Ohio street. . According to 
this description the propetty is located 
on the filled-in land wn as the 
Johnson tract, and to which no per- 
son has or probably ever will have a 
title until the government: assumes 
possession and sells it, which seems 
many years off.

He claims to be of 
Spanish and French: descent; but. is 
more generally supposed to,have other 
blood in his make-up. He became a 
frequent visitor at the, candy store 
and by tales of his fabulous wealth and 
noble birth he soon won the confidence

‘Seventy-five thousand dollars’ 
worth of stock in the Butter Increase 
Company. 

“‘Ninety-seven thousand dollars’ 
worth of stock in the Medical Electric 
Generator Company. — 

“ ‘Twenty-five thousand dollars’ worth 
of houses and lots ldcated at Chicago 
Heights. 
Bight hundred and eighty-eight dol- 
lars in cash, bonds and mortgages. 

*All personal effects, such as jew- 
elry, diamonds, plate and silverware, 
and all cash left to my credit in the 
First National Bank in Chicago, and 
also all cash left to my credit in the 
Bank of England and the Bank of 
British Columbia.’ 

' “That is a will that is well calculated 
to stagger any girl. d what unadul- 
terated nerve this fellow displays, to 
say nothing of the few millions he gives 
away in worthless. stock, but he also 
throws in $888 in cash, bonds and mort- 
gages. All this and more, for he‘even 
gives part of Chicago Heights away, 
while he and his whole gang of swind- 
Jers don’t own over $5000 worth of heav- 
ily mortgaged property in that sub- 
division. And then he adds his jewelry, 
diamonds and balances in the banks 
of the whole worlds Truly ‘Dr.’ G. 
Hamilton Griffin is, in the language of 
the small boy, a ‘jim dandy.’ 

“He leaves also ‘all cash left to my 
credit in the First National Bank of 
Chicago’ to the credulous Katie. Per- 
haps this same Katie would be sur- 
prised did she know that not more than 
a week after Griffin made this will he 
paid to the National Advertising 
Agency, also in the Masonic Temple, its 
$280 bill with a worthless draft on this 
very same bank and came.very near 
going to jail for it. And even while 
he was busy devising to'Katie all those 
millions, he occasionally took a, meal 
at McCouley’s restaurant, at No. 40 
Clark street, and new owes ‘the house’ 
$35. These are but a few of the scores 
that could be given, but may serve to 
give some vague idea of the enormity 
of this, fellow’s nerve. Katie was won. 

“But he must make sure of her. To 
do so he played another trick equally 
as ingenious as the. $2,500,000 will.

“A scene ensued, and since then 
every effort has been made to make 
the girl change her mind. The. result 
was just as Griffin had, no _ doubt, 
planned—daily quarrels—and a little 
over a week ago Katie left her home, 
.and since has not been seen by her 
relatives. 

“*We told her he was a pauper and 
an ex-convict and a married man,’ said 
one of the girl’s sisters, ‘but he had a 
strange influence over her, and she 
would not listen to us.’ 

“Other members of the family speak 
in the harshest terms of Griffin, and an 
attorney has Been retained, and a vig- 
orous investigation is being made into 
Griffin’s past, and if a single instance 
is found that will permit of a criminal 
prosecution, no expense will be spared 
to push matters. 

“*We will get that scoundrel in jail 
if it costs us every cent we have on 
earth,’ are the words of a member of 
the Crokin family.”

It looks now as though the efforts of 
Eastern railroad managers to form a 
money pool on business between Chi- 
| cago and New York will result in fail- 
ure. The reason, said to have devel- 
oped at the-meeting in Chicago on the 
4th, is said to be in the fact that the 
Grand Trunk and Wabash are doing 
& mueh larger share of the business 
thar would under any circumstances be 
allotted to them in a pool. They are 
not only doing their full share of first- 
class business, but have a monopoly 
of steamship business. not only have 
this monopoly, but they can keep it 
against any kind of competition by sim- 
ply méeting it. The only way to de- 
prive them of the business is for the 
other lines to pay higher and higher 
commissions until they absorb the en- 
tire rate. This kind of fight would 
mean a complete collapse of all rates, 
and will probably not be attempted. 
Even if it is the Grand Trunk and Wa- 
bash would have the ‘advantage, as 
they are*in position to stand from un- 
der and force the other lines to carry 
the business for nothing. 

ANOTHER UTAH PROJECT. 

SALT LAKE, May 9.—Rumors are 
current in railroad circles that the San 
Pete Valley Railroad will be extended 
and that work will be pushed this sea- 
son. The road is a narrow-gauge now 
and extends from Nephi to Manti, Utah, 
a distance of about forty miles. The 
intention is to extend the road north 
to Salt Lake and south to the Nevada 
line to connect with a road proposed 
from Los Angeles. President Burbank 
of the San Pete Valley says the road 
will be changed toa standard road, and 
that a meeting of the stockholders has 
already been called to take action on 
the extensions. This road has here- 
-tofore been in the hands of English 
capitalists, but recently the control 
has gone into other hands, and it is 
said that plenty of money is available 
for the extension. 

(The San Pete road is the little line 
‘that jumped into sudden notoriety re- 
cently on account of its fight with the 
Denver and Rio Grande Western, 
which, for a short distance parallels 
the short Toad with the euphonious 
name. The San Pete road, as ex- 
plained in the dispatch, is a narrow- 
guage. It is thirty miles long, extend- 
ing from Nephi, on the Utah Central, 
to Chester, with a big expanse of coun- 
try between the southern terminus and 
the point of a proposed connection with

Where It Came from, How and 
Why It Was Introduced, 


It: Was Practiced by the Early Romans and 
_ Became a Method of Getting Rid of Their 
Spoils of War—Auctions With the 
Anglo-Saxon Race. 


Auction sales are of Roman origin. It 
is an arrangement now, as it at the ~ 
earliest times, for increasing the price 
of the article offered for sale by excit- © 
ing competition among the purchasers, -

known in trade as a Dutch auction; it 
consisted of offering the article at a.

The Roman 
method, however, is muchjolder and ig. 
much. better adapted to the uses of trade, 
The Romans introduced the auction for... 
the purpose of disposing of the spoils 
their armies had taken in war. The sign 
of an auction among the Romans was a 
spear stuck in the ground. Such sales 
were said to tak lace ‘“‘sub hasta,” or 
under the spear. e auction has always . 
been popular among the Anglo-Saxons . 
as a means of selling goods. Through 
it the seller places his property really 
at the disposition of his purchasers, de-" 
pending upon free competition in the bid- 
ding to bring the price of the icle up’ 
to that standard which abides in men's 
minds concerning its value.

A Gererous 
Husband, 


Judge Shaw Renders a Comprehensive Opin- 
ion in the Matter, Covering the 
_, Various Points Involved—Set- 
tlement Reached. 


‘The order granting Isabella Lacy a 
divorce from William Lacy was made 
yesterday by Judge Shaw, who also 
directed that M. L. Graff, Esq., counsel 
for the plaintiff, receive attorney’s fees 
in the additional sum of $2500, making 
a total. of $3000 to be paid for legal 
Services on Mrs. Lacy’s side for the 
prosecution of the case and settlement. 
of the estate. 

The ground upon which the divorce 
was granted was desettion. No contest | 
was raised in the matter by Mr. Lacy, 
and the plantiff -has been allowed the 
free and undisturbed use of the fam- 
ily residence in East Los Angeles since 
the desertion occurred. The defendant 

s also very liberal in his action to- 

rd his wife, agreeing that she should 
be given one-half of the community 
property and that the selection of such 
~ should be made by herself or her coun- 
sel. Mr. Graff attended to the division 
of the $200,000 estate and was granted, 
as partial payment for his services $500. 
After completing his task he applied 
to the court to fix the total amount 
of his fee, or rather he agreed as a 
matter of preference that the fixing 
of compensation should rest entirely 
with the court, and that the amount 
Should be based upon the opinion of 
reputable lawyers. Accordingly Judge 
Shaw listended to testimony as to the 
appraised value of the services and 
received views of a somewhat diver- 
sified order. Some attorneys, a number 
in fact, said that they thought $5000 
would be a reasonable charge, while 
others set the amount as low as $600. 

Mr. Graff applied for no fixed amount, 
but merely asked the court to decide 
upon that point, which it has now 
done. 

In the opinion in which the fees are 
fixed and the decree of divorce ordered 
Judge Shaw, reviewing the legal aspects 
of the case, says: : 

‘The principal contest on the trial of 
this action arose in regard to the appli- 
cation of the plaintiff for an allowance 
for counsel fees for the prosecution of 
this action. The defendant, in the first 
place, objects to any allowance for 

- counsel fees in addition to the $500 

- allowed and paid at the beginning of 
the action.. The reason assigned for 
this objection is that under - sec. 
137 of the Civil Code the court can al- 
low a counsel fee to the wife in an ac- 
tion for divorce only when. such fee is 
necessary to enable her to prosecute 
or defend the action, and that as the 
case ‘has now been prosecuted to its 
.termination, there does not exist at 
this time any necessity for this allow- 

ance. The position of the defendant's. 
counsel is that if any means what- 
ever the wife has obtained the services 
of’ counsel to prosecute the action, and. 
it ‘ias been so prosecuted, under any 
circumstances, without calling on the 
husband for a counsel. fee, the court 
cannot, in rendering final judgment, or 
at the conclusion of the trial before 
final judgment, make any order re- 
quiring the husband to pay the wife’s 
counsel fees, because at that time the 
work is done, and the necessity does 
not then exist. 

“This is too broad a statement of the 
rule, and it is not sustained by the au- 

- thorities cited. It has, been held that, 
if the wife is enabled to procure coun- 
sel to prosecute her action, either by re- 
sorting to her own separate estate, or 
to any portion of the community prop- 
erty which may be under her control, 
or because her attorney has agreed to 
prosecute her case, either gratuitously 
or upon the faith of her promise to 
pay him therefor, the ccurt ought not 
to order the husband to pay her any- 

- thing for that purpose, because in such 
a case there is rio necessity to call on 
him for payment. (Mudd vs. Mudd, 98 
Cal., 322. .Sharon vs.. Sharon, 75 Cal., 
42.) But in this case an application 
was made at the outset for an order re- 
quiring the defendant to pay to the 

laintiff a reasonable sum to enable 
ye to employ counsel to prosecute the 
action to a conclusion. The court did 
not then make a final order, but di- 
rected the husband to pay her $500, ‘‘to 
be applied toward” counsel fees. It 
was not stated in the order at that 
time, but must have been understood 
iby counsel for plaintiff, ‘that ithis 
nit to be a payment in full of courisel 
fees, and ‘that, wpon a proper showing 
subsequently made, the court would 
make a further aiowance. The .order

“Under such circumstances I tthink

of counsel fees. Such a ruiing would 
be an act of gross bad faith on ‘the 
part of ‘the court toward the plaintiff 
and her ccunsel. 

, “It appears, ales, that the plaintiff 
end defendant have agreed on a proper 
Gdyision of the community property 
whereby the plaintiff will receive prop- 
erty of the value of about $94,000, but 
the agrement is as yet unexecuited and 
defendanit’s counsel argues that there 
is now no necessity ‘to require the hus- 
band ito pay the plaintiff's counsel fees, 
because she will, when ‘this agreement 
is carried owt and the division muiade, 
have ample means with which to pay" 
her attarneys. If she now had control 
of a sufficient amount of the commu- 
nity property, that fact would be a 
good answer to an appiication for 
counsel fees; but ‘that 


cause is ted on ‘the 
face of the complaint without reference 
to the actual merits of the case. It is 
made for the purpose of enabling the‘ 
wife to properly present to the court } 
such case as she ‘has, in order that the 
court can decide whether or not she 
ought to prevail. The same argument 
which would lead to the conclusion 
that she ought not to be allowed coun- 
sel fees because she will ultimately 
obtain a decree and get one-half of the 
community property, would permit the

case, and would ultimately fail,» and 
therefore the husband ought not to be 
required to assist her in a vain effort 
to establish a bad case, It is well set- 
tled. that no such inquiry: will be al- 
lowed. 

“In every case whera there is a large 
amount of community property, . it 
could be said that when it, is divided 
the wife will be able to pay: her coun- 
sel. But the community. property... is 
the proper resource for méans. to pay. 
the wife’s counsel fees, whether it is 
in the -hands of the husband’or the 
wife. If it is all in the control of. the 
husband, it is proper that he a 


“required to pay counsel fees, and 


no answer to say that she will pres- 
ently become possessed of a portion of 
it. In equity and justice, particularly 
where neither party has a separate. 
estate, the most that the husband 
could claim would be that the fees be 
paid out of the community property, 
and that the remainder be divided, 
thus in effect requiring the wife to pay 
half the fees. As the granting of the 
divorce conclusively establishes . the 
fact that the husband is the offender, 
there is much ground for the conten- 
tion that the division should first be 


pay the fees out of his portion. But 
‘as the division is not concluded, and is 
to be made by the parties and not by 
the court, this question need not be, 
and is not decided. It is sufficient to 
say that under the circumstances she 
is now entitled to an allowance. The 
authorities seem to indicate that this 
is the -proper procedure in. any case. 
Marriage and Divorce, 411- 
‘Both - have introduced’. evi- 
dence as to the value of the services. 
The estimates vary witiely, running 
from $650 to $5000. The principal part 
of the work of the counsel for plaintiff 
consisted of attending to and advising 
about the division of the community 
property and ascertaining the amount 
and character thereof. It appears that 
the defendant has done what he could 
to lighten the labors of counsel, and 
that he has, throughout the case, acted 
with entire good faith and fairness in 
exhibiting’ to them the extent and 
character of the estate. It also ap- 
pears that while the property was val- 
uable, amounting to nearly $200,000, yet 
the books and accounts were all in 
perfect order and accurately kept and 
the title toethe real estate was per- 
fect and not intricate or confused, so 
that the examination was not attended 
with great labor or much _regearch. 
The defendant ought to have the-ben- 
efit of this condition of hig.affafrs;;and 
of his manner of conducting’ his busi- 
ness, as well as of the facilities he 
has afforded for the investigation, and 
om that account the feé of counsel 
should be much less than in a case 
where the contest was bitter and the 
investigation as to the estate either 
difficult in its nature or made so by 
his conduct or indifference. 

“When an attorney is asked to fix 
his fee in advance he usually puts it 
high enough to compensate him for all 
the services which he thinks may prob- 
ably arise in ‘the case. It is seldom 
that a case of such magnitude is ren- 
dered so simple and easy as the con- 
duct of the defendant has caused this 
one to be. I think some of the wit- 
nesses did not sufficiently take this 
circeymstance into account in givine 
their opinions. After considering all 
the eviderce and circumstances of the 
case I am of the opinion that the sum 
of $3000 is a fair compensation for the 
plaintiff’s counsel in ‘view of the re- 
sponsibility of his position and the 

itude of the interests involved. 

‘‘The evidence sufficiert to sus- 
tain the allegations of desertion and 
a divorce ought to be granted. The 
decree will be granted as prayed for 
and the plaintiff will be allowed $2500 
for her counsel fees in addition ‘to: $500

Howard R, Cole of Banning 
Out His Brains 


| Blows | 


“tn the Presence of a Woman With Whom 


| Ushment 


He Had Been Taking Lunch—The 
: Story Developed at the 
Inquest.

“Moward R. Cole, a native of Pennsyl- 
Vania, about 30 years of age, committed 


Buicide in a highly sensational manner. 
» yesterday afternoon, by blowing out his 


f Brains in one of the private dining- 
fooms at Jack’s restaura 


on Bast 
First street. 

From the testimony taken before the 
Coroner's jury at the inquest, held at 
Sharp & Sampson's undertaking estab- 
last evening, and other’ 
Sources, the following facts in connec- 
tion with the case were gathered. 

Some three weeks ago, more or less, 


young Cole, who was a good-looking, 


|. for some time. 


manly youth, considerably above the 
Average in height, registered at the 
Hotel Westminster as from Banning. 
He was always well-dressed and ap- 
peared to have plenty of money, but it 
Was evident before he had been here 
very long that.he was inclined to be 
Cohnvivial and sometimes irregular in 
his habits. To such an extent did his 
intemperance go, that on Friday morn- 
ing, April 25 last, he was driven to his 
hotel by a hackman, ‘and put to bed in 
B State bordering on delirium tremens. 
Dr. S. M. Hitt was summoned about 
8 o’clock in the morning to attend the 
young man, who was then undoubtedly 


}* suffering from an attack of that dread 


disease, and remained with his patient 
Under Dr. Hitt’s treat- 
ment young Cole soon recovered -and 
Was left in charge of a nurse, but, es- 
caping the vigilance of the youth hired 
in that capacity, he had two more at- 
tacks. Upon each occasion Dr. Hitt 
Was called in to treat him, and on sev- 
eral occasions that physician was sum- 
Moned to see his patient at saloons and 
other places. Finally at Dr. Hitt’s sug- 
tion, he left town and went'down to 
tario, where he remained for three 
Mays only; but before he left it was 
that unless .he succeeded in 
“straightening out’’ this time, he should 
try the Keeley cure. On last Saturday, 
however, he returned to town and at 
once resumed his debauch. .— 

Shortly after his arrival in this city 
Cole formed the acquaintance of Mrs. 
Jessie Lang, a strikingly “handsome 
Dionde, the wife of a cattle-dealer, rc- 
siding at the Menlo Hotel. That they 
Were upon very intimate terms is evi- 
dent from the fact that upon the occa- 
sion of Dr. Hitts’ first visit to Cole, 
Mrs. Lang visited his patient about 5 
o’clock in the morning, and spent a 
good deal of time at the yuung man’s. 
bedside on various occasions. after- 
wards. At the doctor’s suggestion a!so, 
Bhe went down to Ontario at the same 
time as Cole, it being hoped that she 
might have sufficient influence over him 
to. prevent him from drinking. Just 
What their relations were could not be 

' ascertained, as the woman absolutely 
refused to be interviewed by newspaper 
reporters, and those to whom she dfd 
taik about the case omitted to inquire. 
' About 10 o’clock yesterday morning, 
however, Cole called at Mrs. Lang’s 
room in the Menlo Hotel, and an- 
nounced that the wanted to speak to 
her on very important business. As 
she had not yet arisen, she made ar- 
ranhgements to meet and take lunch 
with him at Jack’s restaurant an hour 
later. eH then left and at 11:30 o’clock 
she «met him according to appointment 
im one of, the rooms on the second floor 
of the restaurant, and they ate -—to- 
gether there. During the meal Cole, 
who was evidently under the influence 
of liquor, placed a loaded revolver upon 

,the table by the side of his plate, and 
acted strangely, but Mrs. Lang, know- 
ing his condition, did not anticipate 
any trouble. After the meal had been 
discussed Cole rang for a messengér 
boy, whom he dispatched for Dr. Hitt, 
a young lawyer named Alfred Cooper 
and two boxes of cartridges of 38 
caliber. 

Upon the arrival of Dr. Hitt Cole 
accused him of having made trouble be- 
tween the woman and himself, by not 
telling her of his return from the coun- 
try. The doctor attempted to induce 
him to give up or loan the pistol to 
him, but. Cole refused, saying, that he 
would take care of that. They then 
had some conversation about the settle- 
ment of the doctor’s bill, it being 


‘finally agreed that the doctor should 


wait until Thursday, When Cole should 
have sobered up. 

' “Meanwhile Cooper arrived upon the 
scene, and Cole announced that he 
wanted the attorney to draw utp a 
conveyance from him to Mrs. Lang of 
twenty acres of orange lands at Wigh- 
lands. The woman, however, refused 


‘to entertain this idea, and dismissed }|- 


Cooper by telling him that Cole was 
drunk and did not know what ke was 
talking about. Cooper then demanded 
his fee, stating that he could not af- 
ford to be called from his office and 
un all over town for nothing, but Cole 
refused to pay him, and swore so ter- 
ribly that the woman disgustedly left 


' the room and went into an adjeining 


one. While the doctor and lawyer were 
there, Cole asked the woman to mail 
two sealed letters which he placed cn 
the table, but subsequently put into his 
pocket. 

_After they had left the restuarant, 
Cole went into the room where Mrs. 
Lang was sitting, and talked in an ir- 
rational manner,. emphasizing his re- 
marks by brandishing the pistol about 
in an aimless kind of way. The woman 
begged of him to put the weapon in 
his pocket, but.he repeatedly threat- 
ened to kill himself with it, and finally 
rushed from her presence back to the 
room in which they had lunched to- 

few seconds later-a shot ran out, 
and Tony Milovich, one of — pro- 

rictors of the restaurant, up6n rush- 
EB upstairs to see what liad happened, 
met the Lang woman in ‘he hallway 
banda, and rying cut: 

y » he’s shot himself 

shall I do?” 
Upon entering the room Milovich 
pound Cole lying upon the floor in a 
pool of blood, which was trickling from 
@ ghastly wound in the center of the 
young man’s forehcad. He was lying 
about three feet from and diagonally 
actoss from the dining table, which w 
mear the window, and on the xorner o 
the table nearest tu him lay a pistol. 
Milovich at once notified Officer McGraw 
Who was on that beat, of what had oc- 
curred, and Cole, who. was still alive, 
was conveyed as quickly as possible to 
the “Receiving Hospital in the patrol 
Wagon, but he died almost immediately 
upon arriving at that institution.

Some of 
the smaller streets can afterward be 
sewered and drained into the district 
sewers by separate ordinance and by 


‘the usual street proceedings whenever 


property-owneérs desire. 

The district embracing most of West- 
lake Park is likely to be one of the 
most difficult to drain. It covers about 


the city line squthWest of Westlake 
Park and iiortherly to First street. If 
the district be drained by a sewer run- 
ning westerly along Seventh street, a 
cut of thirty feet in depth will be 
necessary. Some better route will 
probably, however, be devised. 

In laying out each district provision 
is made for utilizing all bonded sewers 
which have already been constructed.

A Negro Woman Assaulted by 
Paramour. 


Slashed With a. Knife and Finally Pushed 


_ Through a Second-story Window, _ 
Falling T wenty-five 


Feet. 


At 12:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Clara Clesby, a buxom negress, was 
admitted to the Receiving Hospital, 
suffering from a fracture of the left 
leg at the knee-joint, another of the 
left arm at the wrist, two terrible 
knife wounds in the left shoulder and 
another nasty cut on the left arm, 
presumably from giass. 

She was found lying in the gutter 
on Los Angeles street near the corner 
of Arcadia street in an unconscious 
condition by Sergt. Jeffries of the pé& 
lice force, by whom she was conveyed 
to the hospital in the patrol wagon. 
After Police Surgeon Bryant had at- 
tended to the woman's injuries she re-
